TEAM HELPS FIND 
SEWER BLOCKADE 


Nuclear science entered a new 
field of usefulness yesterday when 
a quantity of radioactive cobalt 
was used by two young St. Louis 
scientists to locate a sewer ob- 
struction at the Hardy Salt Co. 
plant, 800 South Vandeventer 
avenue. 

The scientists, Wildred Kon- 
neker and Kennard Morganstern, 
Washington University graduates 
who opera:e Nuclear Research & 
Development, Inc., were sum- 
moned by the salt concern after 
two plumbing firms had failed to 
find the obstruction. The plumb- 
ers established by use of a cable 
that the obstruction was 40 feet 
from the basement sewer open- 
ing, but they couldn't determine’ 
which way ~ a ran. _

tached a piece of “Cobalt 60” to 
the tip of a plumber’s cable, put 
the cable wage the sewer opening 
and, by use of a Geiger counter, 
were able to determine the exact

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (AP)— 
President Truman told the Senate 
today its tax increase bill would 
fall far short of balancing the 
budget and renewed his request 
for a ten billion dollar tax ‘hike. 

‘Truman sent a letter”to Vice 
President. Alben. Barkley which 
‘was read to the Senate as it began 
its first full day of debate on the 
measure. 

The President gave estimates 
on the Senate bill, apparently ob- 
tained from the Treasury, which 
were lower than those made by 
the staff experts of the Finance 
Committee. He said it would pro- 
duce .about. $5,200,000,000 of new 
revenue in a full year of opera- 
tion and $2,500,000,000 in the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 

The committee staff had esti- {a 
mated*a $5,506,000,000 yield in a 
full year and $2,700,000,000 in 


this fiscal year. A House-passed 
bill would raise $7,200,000,000.

_ A shift such as proposed in this 
case might reduce Southwestern’s 
requirement for adidtional reve- 
nue by several hundred thousand 
dollars a year. The company is 
seeking a < 16,656,000 increase. 
If the Missouri Public Service 
Commission approves the change, 
it will be setting a policy prece- 
dent. The nation-wide ramifica- 
tions of such a shift have been 
discussed in the hearing here— 
aiso the marked and growing dis- 
parity between intrastate and in- 
terstate toll charges. 
F Discussed at Length. 

_This proposed shifting was dis- 
eussed at length in cross-examin- 
ation concluded yesterday, of 
Homer L, Thorp, the Missouri 
comission’s chief acountant, who 
recomended this new policy. He 
was folowed on the witness stand 

"Charles M. Knapp, financial 
expert for cities opposing the 
higher telephone charges. Com- 
pany cross-examination of Knapp, 
intensive and unexpectedly pro- 
Jonged,_ continued today. It 
searched into details of his ideas 
of the cost of capital. 

Thorp declared the so-called 
Phoenix plan of separating intra- 
state and interstate telephone op- 
erations, which he recommended 
for use here, was more equitable 
than the informally recognized 
method that has been followed 
for some years. The latter is em- 
bodied in the Separations Manual 
prepared by representatives of the 
telephone industry, the state reg- 
ulatory comissions and the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. 

__ Possible Effect of Plan. 

The Phoenix plan’s application 
would throw $9,571,000 of South- 
western’s Missouri investment 
and almost $966,000 of its annual 
operating expenses out of the 
state commission’s jurisdiction 
and onto the interstate toll busi- 
ness, regulated by the FCC. — 

Questioning of Thorp by John 
Mohler, company attorney, called 
attention to the fact that the por- 
tion of investment thus shifted 
would not get into the interstate 
rate base, for purposes of figur- 
ing allowable earnings, unless the 
FCC adopted the Phoenix plan. 
Thorp said this plan would have 
to be almost universally adopted 
in the nation to assure the Bell 
system of earnings on investment 
thus shifted. | 
. However, the FCC has indi- 
cated its disapproval of the plan, 
and no other state commission 
has accepted it, although Thorp 
related that its use has been pro- 
posed also in New York and Wis- 
consin. Thorp said FCC’s stated 
reason for objecting to the plan is 
that it does not follow accepted 
cost-accounting principles. 

Basis of FCC Stand. 

Nevertheless, talk among in- 
formed persons is that FCC is 
opposed because the change 
would cut down Interstate tele- 
phone earnings and the federal 
commission might be faced with 
demands for higher interstate toll 
charges.

Released From Prison in 1948. 

Gioe and Campagna were or- 
dered released from prison in 
December, 1948, by Judge Under- 
wood, who granted the prisoners’ 
motions for writs of habeas cor- 
pus. ‘The Government appealed 
to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals, which reversed Judge Un- 
derwood in a 2 to 1 ruling at New 
Orleans. The two former gang- 
sters went back to prison, and 
took their case to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Court returned 
the case to Judge Underwood, 
the court of original jurisdiction, 
and Gioe and Campagna were 
again released from prison. Cam- 
pagna has been living on his In- 
diana farm and Gioe lives here 
with his wife and daughter. 

The United States Attorney’s 
office here said recently it would 
again take the case to the United 
States Court of Appeals, in the 
event the district court reinstated 
thep aroles. It is expected that 
action will now be taken. D’An- 
drea was not cited as a parole 
violator and has continued at 
liberty under the original parole 
action, 


SPANISH PRESS APPEALS 
FOR GREATER FREEDOM 


VALLADOLID, Spain, Sept. 20 
(AP)—Representatives of the en- 
tire Spanish press appealed to 
the government yesterday for 
greater freedom, including the 
right to obtain foreign news from 
any source they desire. 

The appeal was contained in a 
resolution presented by the 


National Congress of all Spanish 
Press Associations. 

The resolution, unanimously ap- 
proved, called for a new press 
code giving newspapers complete 
freedom of publication and crit- 
icism so long as they do not at- 
tack the chief of state, funda- 
mental laws and the Catholic 
church. Foreign news presently 
is channeled to the Spanish press 
through a subsidized news agency.

BERLIN, Spet. 20 (AP)—Czech- 
oslovakia’s new Minister of State 
Control, Karol Bacilek, says he is 
going to purge the Czech govern- 
ment “of all elements which ma- 
levolently hamper our socialist 
construction. He also declared war 
on the “remnants of capitalism” in 
his Communist-ruled land. 

Bacilek, who was appointed in 
the Sept. 9 shakeup, disclosed his 
program in an interview with 
Rude Pravo, Communist party 
organ. Bacilek said all major posts 
in his ministry would be occupied 
by “men who come from the 
working class.”

‘Most of the refunds were 
elaimed on 1950 incomes, but | 
some went back to 1948. Govern- | 
ment agents intervened in timc | 
to prevent three refund checks | 
from being issued and to stop pay- | 
ment on another. 


COMMITTEE WON'T CONSIDER 
ENDING RELIEF BILL SECRECY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (UP) 
-—-The House Ways and Means 
Committee, by a 12-to-11 vote, 
refused today to consider a bill to 
let states make public the names 
of recipients of relief contributed 
partly by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The vote, taken in a closed 
meeting, was not a direct rejec- 
tion of the bill. But the back- 
ers of the measure said it al- 
most amounted to that. They 
‘had little hope left for the mea- 
sure. | 
Although applying to all states, 
the measure would have applied 
most directly to Indiana, where

the Legislature has voted to per- |

Distribution of seats in ‘the 
House of Commons is governed 
by a very small shift in votes 
when it is as equally divided as 
it is now. It has been estimated 
by several authorities since last 
election that a 1 per cent swing 
in votes toward Churchill would 
give the Conservatives a majority 
of 17 over Labor; a 2 per cent 
swing would give the Conserva- 
tives a majority of 53 seats. 

British newspaper men are con- 
ceding the Conservatives victory 
by anywhere from 30 to 60 seats, 
a working majority. 

The campaign issues, however, 
will determine the outcome of the 
election. Whether grumblers 
against the present government 
will vote against it remains to be 
seen.

This should not be 
considered as part of any perma- 
nent foreign policy, he said. 


He asserted this country’s re- 
armament effort should be di- 
rected particularly toward devel- 
oping “an all-powerful air force.” 

Taft cautioned that this nation 
cannot adopt a foreign policy 
which “gives away all of our 
people’s earnings or imposes such 
a tremendous burden on the in- 
dividual American as, in effect, 
to destroy his incentive and his 
ability to increase production and 
productivity and his standard of 
living.” 

“We cannot assume a financial 
burden.in our foreign policy so 
great that it threatens liberty at 
home,” he said. 


“It follows that except as such 
policies may ultimately protect 
our own security, we have no pri- 
mary interest as a national policy 
to improve conditions or material 
welfare in other parts of the 
world or to change other forms 
of government. Certainly we 
should not engage in war to 
achieve such purposes.” 


NAVY DEVELOPING 
‘NEW TYPE’ MISSILES 


IN MOUNTAIN AREA 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 20 
(UP)—Navy scientists are devel- 
oping “new type” depth charges 


and torpedo fuses at a carefully- 
guarded laboratory in the moun- 
tain wilderness of the Tennessee- 
North Carolina border, the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority disclosed 
yesterday. 

The disclosure was one of the 
first official commentaries on the 
top-secret work which has been 
in progress on Lake Hiwassee for 
nine years. It said this station 
was the one which developed the 
Mark Nine and 19 depth charges 
during World War II. 

A Washington correspondent 
for the Knoxville News-Sentinel 
was told at the White Oak (Md.) 
naval ordnance laboratory that 
three principal projects are un- 
derway at Hiwassee. The sci- 
entists there were said to be 
working on “a new type depth 
charge . . fuses for new un- 
derwater missiles (and) 

rocket- launched underwater mis- 


siles.”

N its great new crusade for more productivity in Western Europe 
the United States Government is trying to buy something for 
$70,000,000 which it has git age ds failed to get for eleven: billion 


dollars. 


The productivity _ campaign, 
staged by ECA, has noble and 
reasonable objectives. It seeks to 
improve the standard of living of 
the European working classes by 
increasing the amount they pro- 
duce and making sure that this 
increased production will be re- 
turned to them by their employ- 
ers in the form of higher wages. 


In other words. the United 
States is attempting to set itself 
up as a champion of better con- 
ditions for European working peo- 
ple, thereby weaning them away 
from their other would-be cham- 
pion, the Soviet-dominated Com- 
munist. party. 

Technical Assistance. 


In order to boost productivity, 
the ECA indicates that it is now 
prepared to spend $20,000,000 
worth of fresh cash and $50,000,- 
000 of “counterpart” funds on 
giving technical assistance in 
“production engineering” to Eu- 
ropean concerns which seek as- 
sistance and agree to pass on a 
share of the benefits to their 
workers. 


It is now finally bind definitely 
established that this assistance 
will be given only with the con- 
sent and co-operation of the Gov- 
ernments concerned. ECA officials 
say that an earlier impression to 
the effect that governments would 
be by-passed was due to prema- 
ture publication by the New York 
Times of a “working paper” which 
was in no sense an approved 
project. 

It is also established that the 


campaign will be conducted on': 


a modest scale; ECA feels it will 
be doing well if 100 firms in 
France are assisted during the 
first year with comparable num- 
bers in other countries. 

Aid to ‘Soft Goods’ Firms. 

Firms engaged in producing 
“soft goods” such as clothing will 
be the first candidates rather 
than large manufacturing com- 
panies engaged in complex opera- 
tions.

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A Concern of Everyone 

For those few persons who are still not con- 
vinced that commercialized gambling is a “big 
business,” we suggest a reading of news from 
Bridgeton, N.J., where Western Union Tele- 
graph Co. is being tried on charges of aiding 
and abetting gambling by transmitting money 
order bets. 

The State of New Jersey has charged that the 
Bridgeton Western Union office handled $103,- 
000 in money order bets during a six-month 
period. It says, incidentally, that the company 
netted $11,000 in message rate charges on that 
business. In defense, the company says that it 
was duty bound to accept all messages, unless 
obscene, lascivious or libelous. 

But what is especially significant in this con- 
nection, is that $103,000 in bets in six months 
certainly is big business to any bookmaker. And 
as the Kefauver hearings showed, bookmakers 
dealing in sums as large as this do so only at 
the expense of honesty in Government, a con- 
cern of every citizen.

Under oath, William E. Willett, former di- 
rector of the RFC, says that William M. Boyle 
Jr., called him three times about loan matters 
“after Boyle became chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee.

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Funds for State Medical School 


Word comes from Jefferson City that on Sept. 
25, the Legislature will be urged—by one of its 
own committees—to vote $10,000,000 for the es- 
tablishment of a four-year medical school as part 
of the University of Missouri. 

So far as it goes, this Is good news. But the 


termined drive being made by representatives 
of Kansas City, who want the school established 
there, rather than at Columbia, as recommended 
by the university’s Board of Curators. 

As we have noted before, Representative War- 
ren Hearnes, Charleston Democrat, makes a tell- 
ing point when he asserts that the location of 
the school is none of the Legislature’s business. 
It should decide whether Missouri needs a medi- 
cal school; and, if so, it should appropriate the 
money to build it. 

Decision on the location, however, rests with 
the curators in whom the State Constitution 
vests the government of the university, Mr. 
Hearnes argues. For, if this is not the case, then 
the Legislature could claim the right to make 
the decision each time the university adds a 
single course, as well as the right to say where 
the course should be taughf. 

Close association with the other departments 
of the university will make possible a better 
medical school. It is even more important that 
the school be established where it can serve 
the whole state, and especially the rural areas 
of the state. 

The curators have chosen Columbia and the 
committee should recommend that the Legisla- 
ture provide funds to make the school there a 
reality.

A number of distinguished foreign 
chemists will not be able to attend the New 
York meetings of the International Con- 
gress of Pure and Applied Chemistry and 
the Chicago meetings of the Institute for 
Nuclear Physics because of the Internal 
Security (McCarran) Act. 

The paper work involved in questioning 
a foreign applicant for admission to the 
United States has swamped the State De- 
partment, and the McCarran law failed to 
provide personnel to 
take care of the add- 
ed burden. 

But more serious 
is the shutting out 
of scientists because 
of their affiliations. 
The application for 
visa requires the list- 
ing of all organiza- 
tions to which the 
foreign visitor  be- 
longs. 

A world - famous 
Swiss chemist, who 
is a Nobel prize win- 
ner and the recipi- Mel assse 
ent of an honorary 
degree from Harvard at its 300th anniver- 
sary, will not be present. He had not re- 
signed his membership in a _ scientific 
academy in an Iron Curtain country. Iron- 
nel he is known as a political conserva- 

ve, 

Mile. Marguerite Perey, discoverer, of 
the chemical element 87, also will not be 
present. It seems that 10 years ago, Mlle. 


Perey extended an invitation to Mme. 
Joliot-Curie, daughter of Mme. Curie, to 
attend the opening of her research labora- 
tory in France. Mme. Joliot-Curie is the 
wife of Prof. Frederic Joliot Curie, a 
French Communist. 

Three leading Italian chemists have not 
as yet received permission. One is the 
head of the Italian delegation. It is to 
be assumed that either they or the organ- 
izations with which they are connected 
were affiliated in some way with fascism. 


Comically enough, the delegation of 
chemists from Czechoslovakia, at present 
seriously embroiled with the United States 
because of the Oatis case, will be present 
since they are traveling on diplomatic 
passports and do not have to go through 
the treadmill of examination and quizzing. 


That last fact reduces the whole busi- 
ness to an absurdity—one that befits 
neither the character nor the dignity of 
the United States. 

It appears that in its fear of Commu- 
nists the United States is going out of 
its way to be disagreeable to a lot of 
other people in no way a menace to the 
security of this country. The well-known 
boast of American hospitality becomes du- 
bious under these circumstances. 

When we close the door to recognized 
scientists for scarcely honorable reasons, 
we make ourselves suspect in the eyes of 
the world. Foreigners wonder if the 
United States itself is not being tainted by 
the virus it is fighting and if our profes- 
sons of freedom are as bold and as brave 
as our leaders say they are. 


A Colleague’s Tribute to John Raeburn Green

pelled by duty.

He was defending not just one man, but 
the rights of all men. 


Green was not satisfied with Judge

Photo-Narrative of Korea 


THIS IS WAR, by David Douglas Duncan. (Harper & 

Brothers, 150 pqs., $4.95.) 

In 150 pages of frightfully realistic pic- 
tures, Life photographer David Douglas 
Duncan allows the reader, in the secure 
comfort of his living room, to capture vi- 
cariously something of the bestiality of 
war. 

While Duncan makes no direct political 
observations, his pictures make rather elo- 
quent peace talk. The book, as stated by 
Duncan, “ ,.. is simply an effort to show 
something of what a man endures when 
his country decides to go to war, with or 
without his personal agreement on the 
righteousness of the cause.” 

Described as a photo-narrative, the book 
presents its story of the Korean war in 
three parts. Sections are preceded by 
introductory texts, but the photographs 
are captionless. The first section, called 
“The Hill,” depicts the actions of the 
First Marine Brigade in meeting an enemy 
breakthrough in the hills along the Nak-

Possum Trot Farm 


Job of Rejuvenating 


Worn Pasture Land 
By Leonard Hall 


WAY over on the east side of the farm the 

fields climb steeply into the timber that covers 

the slope of Buford Mountain. This is land on 

which cultivation was abandoned 30 years ago, 

| because of severe gul- 

lying, to. become what 

too many midwestern 

farmers still call “‘pas- 

ture.” Soon the red 

cedar and sassafras 

came in, sprouting 

wherever the seed

begun to heal and our soil analyses showed this 

land to be still potentially productive, provided 

we didn’t mind the work and expense of putting 
it. back into cultivation.

WE CLEARED PART of the field last autumn, 
eutting the trees and brush and applying liberal 
amounts of lime and fertilizer before seeding it to 
grass and clover. And during the present season 
the cattle have proved their ability to select the 
most nutritious fcrage by grazing heavily on this 
rejuvenated land. Now Perry and I are hard at 
work on the other half of the field and soon expect 
to have it in shape for seeding. 

First of all, we cut the big cedars with the 
eircular saw, generally managing to make one 
fence-post cutting from.the trunk. Even though 
cedar which grows on deep soil in the open fields 
cannot compare in quality with “glade cedar,” be- 
cause it develops swiftly and has a thick ring of 
soft white wood on the outside, our posts were 


worth saving. 
* * * 


THE NEXT STEP, since part of the field slopes 
steeply, is to lay out terraces to hold the rainfall. 
This we do with surveyor’s rod and level, running 


our lines around the field with a: drop of two. 


inches to every 50 feet. The terraces will then -be 
built with plow and blade so that they have a 
“berm” about 18 inches high and a wide channel 
on the upper side to carry excess rainfall. Once a 
heavy sod has been established on the field, most 
of the water will soak into the ground, while the 
rest will “walk, not run, toward the nearest exit.” 


* * * 

WE’RE AS PROUD of our pastures at Possum 
Trot as we are of the cattle which graze on them. 
Yet so many visitors say, “Oh, you just raise 
grass, don’t you? I guess there isn’t much work 
about your kind of farming,” that it. might be 
interesting to set down just what is entailed in 
establishing what has come to be known as “super- 
pasture.” After the field has been “fitted”—in 
this case cleared of brush and scrub, terraced, 


plowed, disced and harrowed—it is ready for seed- 
p-dressed 


ing. Before this is done, however, it is to 

with three tons per acre of finely ground lim 
stone which will help make the plant food elemen 
in the soil available to the new crop of grass. The 
grass seed mixture is then drilled with a nurse- 
crop of wheat, barley or rye which we pasture out 
in the spring, and with the seeding we apply 300 
to 500 pounds of fertilizer which contains the 
essential elements: phosphate, _— and nitrogen.

OUR GRASS SEEDINGS are somewhat unortho- 
dox, yet they are based on two observations we 
have made from nature and which we believe have 
the force of natural law. We believe that the true 
meaning of soil fertility is the capacity of the land 
to support life, and that the nature of fertile soil 
is to support many kinds of life. Thus we use every 
means in our power to build up fertility. Then we 
both maintain and use this life-carrying capacity by 
planting not one, but as many useful species as 
will grow on our land. Instead of one grass, we 
plant orchard, brome, tall fescue, bluegrass, timo- 
thy and some others, depending on soil conditions. 
These are seeded in autumn, along with a few 
pounds of alfalfa in the mixture. Then when the 
last snows come in March we broadcast our le- 
gumes. And these include, in addition to the alfalfa, 
white and yellow sweet clover, red and alsike 
clover, ladino clover, trefoil anc lespedeza.

ALL OF OUR RESULTS to date convince us 
that, far from competing and crowding each other 
out, this complex mixture of plants actually com- 
plements each other. Some roots feed close to the 
surface, while others go deep. Some make a dense 
mass in the topsoil, while others send down a tap- 

. They balance the water supply, utilize the 
plant food at every level, bring up new minerals 
from the subsoil and return organic matter through- 
out the whole soil profile. They supply large quan- 
tities of nutritious food for the grazing cattle, as 
well as hay which is: highly palatable; and they 
provide’a longer grazing season than would be 
possible with any simple mixture.

IT IS NEITHER EASY nor inexpensive to build 
pasture land of this quality. Very often the cost 
will exceed the actual value of the land before 
you started. Nor can: you’ stop when you have 
established a good stand of “super-grass.” Fields 
must be manured and top-dressed with fertilizer 
at regular intervals to replace the plant food which 
is being removed in the form of hay and meat. 
Grazing must be care‘ully managed so that none 
of the plants is severely damaged. Pastures must 
be mowed at intervals to keep down weeds and 
promote an even growth: Thus the good grass 
farmer works as hard in building-up his land over 
the years as the one-crop farmer does in wearing 
his land out. He may, just possibly, have to be 
satisfied: with a bit less cash as he goes along, 
although this has not been conclusively proved. 
The main difference lies in the fact.that he will 
leave a garden to posterity, instead of a desert.

Like this: . .- 
‘ Melt six tablespoons of butter 
and add thereto a cup of sliced 
mushrooms. Cook them a couple 
of minutes, and then stir in seven 
tablespoons of flour, one and a 
fourth teaspoons of salt, a fourth 
of a teaspoon of nutmeg and a 
fourth of a teaspoon of celery salt.

THE TYPES of oysters are 
many, but here are some of the 
better known ones: 

The Cape Cod, a medium sized 
oyster with an excellent flavor 
which gets its name from its place 
of birth; the New Orleans, a 
largish oyster which is used in 
the famous eating places of that 
city for such dishes as Oysters 
Rockefeller; the Lynnhaven, one 
of the largest and best of oysters 
which hails from the Maine coast; 
the Bluepoint, a small oyster but 


very delicious, and the Chinco- 
teague, which is considered by 
many epicures as the supreme 
aristocrat of the oyster tribe. 


With a pint of Chincoteagues 
(or any good oyster for that mat- 
ter) you can turn out a little dish 
called Oysters Benedict which 
ranks high among the oyster 
dishes. 


Start with six thin slices of 
boiled ham. Saute them lightly 
in their own fat and take them 
out of the frying pan. Now drain 
a pint of oysters and saute them 
for one minute in the ham fat. 

Split three English muffins and 
toast them on the split side. On 
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a cup of flour. When it’s smooth, 
strain the milk into it. Stir it over 
over a low fire over water until 
it thickens. Now add the strained 
oysters. Season with salt and pep- 
per to taste.
